OVER UNTIL FEB. 


With art Adequate Force the Danger 


and Loss From Forest Fires Can Be 


Materially Reduced— Recent Blazes 


Mainly Due to the Lack of Preven­ 


tive Care on the Part of Railroads 


and Others. 


Washington, Dec. 31.— Forest fires. 
their destructiveness, cause and pre­ 
vention. arc discussed at length in the 
annual 
report of 
Henry 
S. Graves, 
chief forester, just made public. 
Mc 
says in the organization and adminis­ 
tration of the national forests the most 
im portant consideration is protection 
from fire. 
“ In a forest fully organized, 
with adequate means of transportation 
and 
communication 
and a sufficient 
force of rangers and guards, the risk 
from fire is very sm all,” he said. 
"In 
foreign country s in which forests are 
so organized the risk is so small that 
j the forests are Insurable at a moderate 
rate.” 
A fter citing the various cansos of 
forest fin s , M r. Graves says N4 lier 
cent of the tires during the calendar 
year of 1909 were due to the “lack of 
preventive care on the part of the 
users of the forests and of the rail 
roads traversing them .” 
He says the railroads, realizing the 
forest tires are against their own in­ 
terests 
“have 
shown 
an 
adm irable 
spirit in co-operating to prevent them .” 
He suggests that the railroads lie 
required either to use e ffic ie n t spark 
arresters or to burn oil. 
Four per cent of the fires for the 
calendar year 1909 were from incen­ 
diarism and 12 per cent from lightning. 
“Incendiarism ,” 
he 
says, 
“can 
be 
stopped, partly through education of 
the 
public 
and 
partly through 
in 
creased watching of the forests, which 
will result in 
the apprehension aud 
punishment of Incendiaries.”

hyosMn. a subtle and deadly 
alkaloid 
with which. It Is said, Dr 
Hawley Crippen killed his wife. Belle 
Elmore 
Robin 
collapsed 
before he 
could be taken into court, with the 
exclamation. “ I'm a dead m an. 
I ’ve 
taken poison tablets.’* 
The case 
was 
postponed 
in 
the 
greatest excitement, a stomach pump 
was hurriedly brought into play, and 
the sick man was carried first to the 
prison hospital adjacent and later to 
Bellevue, where he Bes In the pri­ 
son ward 
No charge of attempted

SOME COUNTIES DO VERY WELL 


Get 
Their 
Money Back, and More, While 
Eight Counties Do Not 


The annual report of State Auditor 
Iverson shows once more th a t N orth­ 
eastern Minnesota is the state's rich­ 
est resource, and that if it were not 
for the taxes paid in this section the 
died before a special train on which tax rate for state purposes in the re ­ 
tie was placed could reach this city. 
,ni,ind e r o f the state would be actual- 
__________ 
; ly burdensome which it is not now, 
says the Duluth Herald. 
According to the auditor’s*figures, 
the total amount paid into the state 
treasury for all state 
purposes— in 
direct taxes and without counting th a 
gross earnings tax and oth er indirect 
revenues— (luring the present calen­ 
dar year 
was 
$3,106,999.53. 
The 
am ount paid back to the eighty-five 
counties for the support 
of 
public 
schools was $2,962,503.10, leaving a 
balance of $144,496.43 
which 
re­ 
mains in the state treasury for the 
use of the state government. 


In other words, the state pays back 
to tile counties for their support of 
their local schools almost as much 
as the counties pay to the state in 
direct taxes for all purposes. 


In each of the seventy-seven out of 
the eighty-five counties the amount 
received from the state is more than 
the amount paid into the state; that 
is. it does not cost any of these sev­ 
enty-seven counties a penny to con­ 
duct the state government, and all of 
them get more from the state than 
they pay to it. 
Necessarily, the remaining 
eight 
counties must pay to the state more 
tha n they get back.

HE chief interest of Americans 
in the recent British elections 
and 
in 
the new parliament 
rests in the fact that they 
promise to end the veto power of the 
house of lords and in the near future 
to bring about some measure of Irish 
home rule. 
In this aspect the victory 
for progressive principles is the most 
Important in more than a generation. 
The limitation of the lords* veto has 
been the dream of British radicals 
since the days of John Bright. 
Irish 
home rule lins been in issue since the 
time of Gladstone. 
Two parliamentary elections occur­ 
red during 1910, both of them result­ 
ing in Liberal victories. 
The issue in 
tile first was the Lloyd-Oeorge budget. 
Tho peers rejected this, and the gov­ 
ernment appealed to the country. 
The 
result of the polling was that the Lib­ 
erals, Hie Laborites and the Irish Na­ 
tionalists together had a majority of 
124 in the house of commons. The new 
parliament again passed the budget, 
and the lords assented, it being one of 
the provisions of tile unwritten Brit­ 
ish constitution that after the voters 
have approved a bill once rejected in 
the upper house that body must 1m»w 
to the will of the nation and permit 
the measure to become a law.

The cleach of King Edward and the 
1 accession of George V. interrupted the 
further program of the Liberals for a 
time, but last fall the government pro- 
posed a bill depriving the lords of the 


che veto power the road will be clear­ 
ed for an Irish parliament at Dublin. 
It was the lords who defeated home 
rule in Gladstone’s day.

There Is not a little poetic justice in 
the outcome, and tho only pity is that 
Mr. Gladstone is not alive to see the 
triumph of his cause. 
Campaign Was Bitter. 
It has been ti long time since Eng­ 
land has passed through so bitter and 
abusive a campaign. 
With the oleo 
tion over the vituperation is redoubled. 
The baffled Tories tire making till sorts 
of threats, even to civil war In Ire­ 
land. 
They hint that George V. will 
stand in the way of the humiliation of 
the peers, but the Liberals retort that 
Hie king is virtually pledged to bow 
to the will of the people as his father 
and grandmother did before him. 
As 
a matter of fact he cannot help him­ 
self. 
Charles I. was practically the 
last king who tried to oppose the will 
of the nation, and his fate lias been a 
deterrent to other monarchs who held 
similar absolutist ideas. 
If there is 
one fact clear In Great Britain it is 
that tile people rule, and the house of 
commons is the voice of the people. 
Three other issues flint were in­ 
volved in the English campaign are 
of interest to Americans. One of tiles*? 
is protection. Tile Tories, or Unionists

permanent veto on all measures. In a 
conference between the representatives 
of the two houses the tv was a failure 
to reach an agreement, and parliament 
was once more dissolved for an appeal 
to the country. 
The resultant elec­ 
tion. the one just held, gave the Lib­ 
eral coalition a net gain of one. mak­ 
ing the majority 126, thus assuring 
the passage of the anti-vote bill as 
originally framed by the government 
and passed by the commons. 
There are those who profess that 
even though commanded to do so by 
the nation the lords will not pass the 
measure, but such persons are not In 
formed as to British tradition. 
If the 
upper house should refuse ue govern­ 
ment through the king would simply 
create enough new peers to command 
a majority In the bod/. 
As a matter 
of fact, the mere possession of the 
power to create these new peers is 
enough. 
It seldom or never has to be 
exorcised. 
There is no power in England, be it 
that of king or parliament or courts, 
that dares to stand in the way of the 
popular will when it is thus clearly 
expressed on a definite proposition 
The British people have said that tin* 
lords’ veto must go. and go it will. 
This is a foregone conclusion. 
The most that the Tories can seek is 
compromise. Already they have agreed 
to abolish hereditary membership in 
the house of peers and to make the 
body in effect elective. 
That is not 
enough to satisfy the Liberals, how­ 
ever. 
They are willing to leave the 
chamber as it Is, but are determine'! 
to deprive it of power. And. having 
been approved by the nation twice 
within the year, they will have their 
way. 
Home Rule Now Possible. 
As for home rule, it will go through 
following the veto bill or may even 
accompany that measure. 
The Irish 
Nationalists have the balance of pow­ 
er and are In a position to force the 
issue. 
Moreover, 
practically 
every 
member of the government is already 
pledged to home rule. 
It is asserted 
In some quarters that Premier Asquith 
has grown restive under tin* dilation 
of John E Redmond, the leader of ti * 
Nationalists, hut even Asquith hus 
pledged himself to home rule.

So our dollars were abused and 
lambasted from both sides. If ail that 
is said be true American dollars have 
decided many elections at home, but 
this is the first time they have played 
a star part In an election abroad. 
If 
they have helped even remotely to end 
the house of lords and to give freedom 
to Ireland, however, we will esteem 
them more than ever.
